TO B. F. BOYTS 


Was Delivered Thursday by 


Rev. Ellis B. Burgess 


at Funeral 


WHICH WAS URGELY ATTENDED 


Choir o£ the Trinity Imtheran Church 


Sang at the Services—Interment 
Was Made in Hill GFOTC Cemetery. 
Services Impressive- 


An eloquent tribute to the memory of 


the late Benjamin F. Boyts was paid 
Thursday In the sermon of Rev. Ellis 
B, Burgess, pastor of Trinity English 
Lutheran church, d.-llvered at the bier 
of the deceased. The funeral was large- 
ly attended; the church was crowded 
•with sorrowing friends and business 
associates of the deceased. 


The choir of Trinity Lutheran church 


participated at the services. The flrst 
hymn was "Nearer My God to Thee." 


The choir sang "All Is "Well," and 


"Thy "Will Be Don"," \\ith a solo by 
Mra. E. S. Russell, 'The Home of the 
SouJ." The choir wi s composed of Mrs. 
E. S. Russell, soiois., Mrs. Lyda Percy, 
Mrs. B. O. Clabaugh, Miss Helen Mil- 
dred, Miss Bess We-ner, Mrs. Anna B. 
Mlllard, Robert L. Werner. S. G. Zim- 
merman, George K«-eb and G. H. Ed- 
wards, 


The services at the cemetery were 


brief but JmpTessi\e. In his sermon 
touching on ths life and death of Mr. 
Boyts, Rev. Burgess said: 
A Great Man Fallen This Day in 


Israel. 
" 'And the King 
said 
unto 
hia 


servants, know yo not that there IF a 
prince and a great man fallen this day 
in Israel?' " 


"These were thr words of David 


concerning 
the 
death 
of 
Abner, 


Captain of the host of Israel. Abner 
was the strong- mfn upon whom the 
House of Saul leaned for support after 
the death of Saul and Jonathan on 
Mount Gilboiu It was because of his 
great influence thai David was com- 
pelled to wage war for three years 
before he could secure the allegiance 
of all the tribes of Israel 
to 
his 


throne. It was Abr er more than any 
other man In Israel 
whom D^ id 


feared. And yet he came to his de^Lh 
through the treachery of Joab, no one 
was more grief 
stricken than the 


King. And he satd to his servants:— 
'Know ye not there is a pnnce and a 
great man fallen this day in Israel?' 


"There are some who Lhink those 


words of David were dictated by policy 
rather than admiration and that his 
mourning for Abner was an affected 
mourning designed to win the go'nl 
will of the northern tribes. But that 
as It may we use the words in .til 
true sincerity oC he;.rt In speaking oC 
our departed friend ind brother, B. F. 
Boyts. 'Know ye n it that there is a 
prince and a great man fallen thu 
day in Israel " The congregation whii h 
has gathered here this afternoon to 
honor the memory jf this great man 
Is thoroughly repre*enmtUe of Con- 
nellsvllle. I see before me representa- 
tives of all our financial institutions, 
representatives of O'jr manufacturing 
industries: representatives of our cny 
government as well as of its ousmc«s 
and professional lif); representatives 
of the working men who have labored 
in his employ for more than n. score 
of years; represent..trAj* of the olu 
soldiers who fought -with him for the 
preservation of the I nion, representa- 
tives of many o£ tV e fraternal 
and 


religious organisations oi' the 
com- 


munity; and in the fnces of all these 
men I see renc-ct«,d the same gruat 
loss that fell upon rr.e, when news 
came that cleat a 
h<id claimed our 


common fri?nd and brother, E. 1". 
lioyts. And I know that A responsive 
chord i;> struck in every heart 
as 


these words of the t ,\t it- announced. 
'-V prince- and a K 
1"*'^!- Ku\n is falien 


this day in Israel.' 


"The opinions of m3ii as to what 


constitutes greaines? 
differ 
\udolv. 


Those whose lives a. *e t'uily absorbed 
in business and mate-ial interests ma\- 
have one standard; tlio^e whose hearts 
are devoted to the causes of religioi, 
and the spiritual w-jH-bcing of men 
may have another; those who are led 
by an exaggerated sense of the im- 
portance of some paiticular moral re- 
form may ha^e still anoiher.

my purpose today to speak from tho 
standpoint of a minister of 
Jebus 


Christ and tell of some of the things 
that have featured the '.sfe of Mi. 
Boyts and made him a ti uly great 
man. 
And first ?nd foremost amon-^ 


these qualities would I 
place 
Ins 


religion- 
Great Man in tlie Rug^otlncsi of UK 


riu-iatiim f.iitli. 


"His trust in Cod vas characterized 


by the same rugged strength as that of 
the hills of old Somerset among which 
he was born. He n-^ve • swerved a hair- 
breadth from what h- believed to bo 
right. 
In all his business relations 


men found him to be the same depend- 
able, trustworthy man because his in- 
ner convictions would not permit him 
to be otherwise. As the child of Jona- 
than and Elizabeth Bovts he was train- 
ed in the fear of God .ind confirmed at 
an early age under th» ministry of the 
Reverend John Tomltnson In old Fried- 
ens church. This eurlv religious train- 
ing oC the boy proved to be the domi- 
nant influence in the making of 
the 


man. 
He never outgrew those early 


religious experiences; they entered in- 
to the v try web and woof of hia be- 
ing; and where his ii lends twitted him 
for being such an old fashioned Luth- 
eran hia answer was. 'I can't help it; 
I guess it's because I -\as trained xhat 
way.' His splendid ILe Is one of the 
finest examples of what early religious 
tralnig can do In thf making of 
a 


great man. 


"There are men here today who are 


inclined to think of religion as one of 
the vague and shadowy accessories of 
hum^n life, useful on'y in giving to 
men a cetain moral pchsh that other- 
wise they would not Have. It is one 
of the most dangerou* conceptions 3f 
religion that men can hold. If relig- 
ion never did any mote Cor this com- 
munity than to polish L.p us moral sur- 
face, the doors of our churches might 
just as welt be closed ; nd sealed. Re - 
litfon did something.Jiiore for Mr. Boyts 
than simply polish up 1 Is normal char- 
acter; It made the man. You cannot 


thinlt of any oC the great qualities of 
his life which have not Deen tempered 
by the fear of God, The business mei1 
of the eKy \sho think of him us one at 
the most honorable of their business 
associates will, if tfcey dig- deep enough, 
find the fear of God at the root of all 
his business integilty. 
The working 


men who think of him ns one of the 
most thoughtful and considerate friends 
of labor in this community, who was 
ready to do anything that was just and 
reasonble for the relief of his work- 
men, all know that it was his good 
heart that dictated his gererous poli- 
cies. The members of his family \vho 
know him as an ideal husband and 
father also Knew him as a man whose 
llrst thought was to do the win of God. 


Mr. Boyts never could have lived 


the life he did; never could have ex- 
erted the Influence for pood that he 
did; never could have left behind him 
the friends that he did If lie hafl not 
been a man of the most Intense relig- 
ious convictions. He was not a man 
to make a great disp'ay of hte religion; 
he never indulged in public statements 
of his personal religious experiences; 
he was not easily swept off his feet 
l>3- waves of religious emotion, but for 
all that he ^as a -nan of intense re- 
ligious spirit. It wns due to him that 
Trinity church was organized in 18S4. 
He was the man •\\ 
1i~> paid the bills of 


the young church. ^ hen bills 
were 


plenty and dollars were few. He was 
the man who ir.ide It a rule never to 
miss a service of anj kind so that men 
of weaker laith would not lose their 
courage. He was the man who mn.«sed 
hia great strength back of his pastor 
on every occasion and forced the work 
of the church to a successful Issue. He 
was the man whose opinions had such 
weight in the councils of tho church 
that the pastor nnd his church ocers 
have never been divided on any ques- 
tion. It is a wondeful record. Isn't it? 
It Is because Mr, Boyts was a wonder- 
ful man. 
Greiu Man In L'nas-suniing Service of 


PcMoumun 


"Few men are more generous In their 


treatment of emplo} es than he, as this 
splendid body of men gathered here 
clearly testifies, t-abor troubles wereal- 
most an unknown thing at the pl.int of 
Boyts. Porter & Company, for the men 
always knew that they could rely upon 
the fairness of Mr Boyts. 
He was 


more than fair. He often gave to his 
men greater consideration than they 
deserved. Things that wouldn't be tol- 
erated for six months by the average 
corporation were ensured for y*»ars by 
him because he remembered the needy 
family at home. A man might go off 
on a drinking spree for a week, im- 
portant worfc. might be left lying un- 
done on the shop floor, sharp com- 
plaints might come to his office desk 
because of the del.iy; new business 
might even be jeopardized; and yet the 
runaway came back to his employer 
hia place \\as open and few questions 
were asked. 


"The leniency of Mr. Boyts 
was 


generally Known among working men 
nrul tjood machinist-- -\\eu- never lack- 
ing In his shop. The custom of hor.J
